renting buses,’ Msgr. Pattison added. 

Other activities planned during the 

pope’s visit include a 12-mile motorcade 
through the ethnic communities of Los 
Angeles the morning of Sept. 15, 
according to Father Terrance Fleming, 
Los Angeles archdiocesan papal visit 
coordinator. 

The pope will also celebrate Mass 

Sept. 16 at Dodger Stadium. This

Annual diocesan 
and parish services 
appeal starts Feb. 1

VISTA — ‘‘Stewardship within the Christian 
community is not an option. It must be a way of life,” 
Bishop Leo T. Maher told clergy gathered for a 
Stewardship conference Jan. 13 at St. Francis Church in 
Vista. 

‘Our sharing in the mission of the church is but a 
consequence of our identity as disciples of Jesus. This 
sharing involves not only faith and worship, but also the 
sharing of time, treasure and talent,’’ he said. 
‘*Stewardship contributes to the life and growth of the 
church.”’ 

Fund-raising develops the resources needed to continue 
the mission of the church and offers Catholics the means 
to fulfill a basic responsibility, the bishop added. 


‘‘People are excited about the jubilees (and) are willing 
to give to Stewardship,’’ Msgr. William Kraft, diocesan 
Stewardship director, told the clergy. This year’s 
campaign materials have incorporated the jubilee theme: 
In the Spirit of Serra. Remembering the Past — 
Rejoicing in the Future! 

A goal of $2,115,500 has been set for Stewardship 87, 
Msgr. Kraft said. 

Some $900,000 will be used to acquire land for 


development of new parishes in the diocese, he said. 


Remaining funds will be used for educational ministry, 
Community Services (CCS) and _ priestly 
formation and assistance. 

Next year’s subsidy to educational ministry will be 
more than $550,000. It includes evangelization and adult 
education, youth ministries, high school tuition aid and 
Spanish religious education. 

CCS departments includes Single Pregnant Women’s 
Program, Foster Grandparent Program and Pastoral 
Ministry With People Who Have Disabilities. The total 
subsidy for CCS is set at $300,000. 


An allotment of more than $200,000 will be given to 
priestly formation. This category includes _ priests’ 
retirement and health insurance, vocations office, St. 
Francis Seminary and clergy higher studies. 

Stewardship funds cover only a portion of the diocesan 
subsidy of the above-mentioned programs. The balance 
comes from the general fund of the diocese, Msgr. Kratt 
explained. 

The Dioceses of Tijuana and Mexicali, Mexico, will 
each receive some $50,000 from this year’s Stewardship 
donations. 


Each parish is assigned a Stewardship quota. Funds 
collected over this amount are returned to the parish. Last 
year, parish rebates totaled nearly $250,000, Msgr. Kraft 
said, 

The average Stewardship gift last year was $117, the 
highest of any U.S. campaign, he said. However, he 
noted that while pledge amounts have increased, the 
number of people giving to the campaign has decreased. 

Bishop Maher and Msgr. Kraft also addressed the 
clergy during Stewardship conferences at St. Mary 
Magdalene parish Jan. 12 and at Our Lady of Guadalupe 
parish, El Centro, Jan. 14.

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Bishops score a moral victory 


The economic pastoral recently issued by the Catholic 
bishops of the United States is an important document. It 
is certainly too important to be left unread. 

Our system of capitalism may not be the best economic 
system in the world, but like our brand of democracy, no 
one has come up with a better system. That doesn’t mean 
that either system is perfect. In fact, we can all come up 
with our own version of what’s wrong with the country, 
politically and economically. 

Why would the bishops feel that they had to speak out 
on the economy at this time? With what authority do they 
speak in this field? 

They do not speak as professional economists. I doubt 
if even one of them has any expertise in that field. They 
spent years consulting with people who should be experts 
and with people who are active in that area. 

The committee of Bishops and experts charged with 
drawing up the document did their homework well, and 
they went through several drafts, consulting all along the 
way. At one stage, priests with pastoral experience were 
sent copies of the draft for their comments. I had several 
suggestions, none of which found their way into the final 
version. 

The authority of the bishops behind this letter is a 
moral force, urging practical charity for all. he 
suggestions they make seem, for the most part to. be 
eminently practical. Their call for economic justice for the 
poor, the sick and the aged are Christian to the core. ‘hey 
echo the thought of all of the modern popes. Vheir plea is 
full of gospel concern. 

One section that appeals to me in particular is the call 
for full employment. These are considered “good times,” 
but seven percent of the work force is unemployed, and 
probably double that number is under-employed. When 
we get away from percentages, we are talking about 
millions and millions of people, not statistics.

In the new liturgical calendar, we celebrate the feast of 


St. Thomas Aquinas on Jan. 29. At least for us older 
Catholic school students, Thomas Aquinas was a favorite 
saint. After all, he was the patron of Catholic schools and 
his feast day meant a holiday. What better reason to 
rejoice in this saint, widely known as the angelic doctor! 

There is another reason to rejoice. It stands in direct 
contrast to the often misunderstood term ‘‘angelic.”’ 
Angelic is often taken to mean unworldly, otherworldly, 
even anti-worldly. All these terms describe an attitude 
and theology which was known as ‘‘Angelism’’ in the 
middle ages. It is very negative about the value of this 
world and life on earth. In order to emphasize life in the 
next world, it downgrades life in this world. In order to 
promote the supernatural life of grace, it demotes the 
natural life of creation. 

This approach is badly mistaken. It is even heretical. 
Certainly, it is quite permissible to emphasize grace and 
heaven, but not at the expense of creation and earth. We 
may even emphasize grace and heaven more, but we may 
not do this by despising creation and life on earth. We 
should think of grace as MORE than earthly creation, not 
as something INSTEAD of creation. Heaven is the 
fulfillment of life on earth, not its replacement. 

It the whole church, especially preachers and 
theologians, had paid more attention to Vhomas Aquinas, 
we could have avoided this error and been much more 
faithful to God’s plan for us. 

In his lifetime, Thomas was faced with two extremes. 
We have already mentioned the first, Angelism. It had 
other names, but only one essence — the denial of any 
serious and lasting value to human life on earth. At best it 
could be considered a time of trial and testing. If one 
passed the test, then there would be heaven as a reward. If 
one failed, it was down the tubes to hell, But there was no 
real connection between life on earth and life in heaven. 


Is it any wonder that the bishops would ask us to direct 


our attention to this problem? These people, many of 


them, belong to the bishops’ flock and their problems 
become the problems of the church. 

Do the bishops have the right answers? Not necessarily. 
The important thing is that the problem has been brought 
up and now those who should be able to find solutions are 
challenged to do so. 

All of the problem areas treated in this pastoral are 
immediate needs. Some have been crying for solutions for 
many years. Isn’t it too bad that most. Americans wait 
until a problem becomes a great crisis before they get 
interested. Must we wait for another depression and 
another President Roosevelt to work on these matters? 

One of the most biting criticisms that I have seen laid 
on this pastoral is that it proposes ‘‘socialistic’’ solutions. 
Socialism as such can not be the answer. Many times 
Dorothy Day warned her listeners that ‘Socialism 
inevitably leads to communism.”’ 

But now is the time for all of us to turn our attention to 
the economic life of America. How can we reform and re- 
shape our democratic capitalism so that it will bring a 


greater measure of social justice to the greatest number of 


people? 

The answer is out there somewhere, and the people 
who can solve the problems can be found. We owe the 
bishops a great deal of gratitude that they have focused 
our attention on these areas before they become critical. 

However, if you were living on the streets now, you 
might think that it is critical, right now!

The other extreme did not deny grace and heaven, but 
explained them in such a way that they had very little to 
do with life in this world. They did this not by 
downgrading grace and heaven, but by so inflating the 
value of human, earthly realities that they almost made 
God, grace, and heaven superfluous. 

As is often the case with extremes, these two end up 
being much alike. Both create a huge gap between this 
world and the next. They don’t distinguish between 
creation and grace, they separate them. God the Creator 
and God the Savior almost end up being two different 
gods, and not congenial ones, at that. 

For Thomas Aquinas, God and man are not rivals. 
They are partners and friends. The very meaning of 
creation is communion. From the very beginning, God 
and man are WITH one another, not apart from one 
another. Creation does not establish a gap or an abyss 
between God and man, as some have asserted, but a 
communion. 

For the Bible this is already clear in the book of 
Genesis. When God creates the world, he creates it in his 
image and likeness. Adam and Eve are at home in a 
garden, a paradise. And God is also at home there. Adam 
and Eve are together with God — they go for walks in the 
cool of the evening breezes. This figurative language of 
Genesis says the same thing as our more abstract word 
communion. It is also clear that what we call nature and 
grace, the natural and the supernatural, are two 
dimensions of the ONE gift God has given us. Nature and 
grace are not identical, but neither are they opposed to

WASHINGTON — Immigrants’ 
undocumented status makes them targets 
in society and forces their children to 
‘‘live a lie,’’ say church workers. 

It’s not only. adults who acquire false 
Social Security cards and assume new 
names in order to avoid deportation, said 
Olga Villa Parra, coordinator of the Mid- 
west Regional Office for Hispanics in 
South Bend, Ind. Children of illegal 
aliens also hide behind assumed 
identities. ; 

They are taught when young to “‘live a 
lie’’ in order to protect their families, she 
said. 

The children, Villa continued, ‘‘learn 
to live in two worlds — the one with mom 
and dad. at home where everything is 
normal and the one outside where they 
must project that they are American citi- 
zens. They live in fear since they are 
taught at a young age not to tell people 
where they are really from.”’ 

She said this dual lifestyle -can produce 
psychological and emotional scars. 


} Often, she said, families of 

f undocumented immigrants live in fear of 

; deportation. Immigration raids have been 
frequent in the Midwest in recent years, 

she said. 

Auxiliary Bishop Juan Arzube of Los 


Angeles said that many illegal aliens 
employed in factory and service occupa- 


tions ‘‘work each day with one eye on the 
job and the other on the gate — ready to 
make a run for it if immigration officials 
should enter.”’ 

Their life is filled with tension, he said. 
‘*And when there’s that kind of tension at 
work, you can’t help but bring it home.”’

He said if undocumented persons are 
“lucky enough not to be brown-skinned”’ 
they won’t be bothered by immigration 
officials. On the other hand, brown- 
skinned U.S. citizens of Latin American 
ancestry are frequently detained by 
authorities looking for undocumented

immigrants. 

Parish life is affected when large 
numbers of the congregation are undocu- 
mented, said Msgr. Nicholas DiMarzio, 
director of Migration’ and Refugee Ser- 
vices of the U.S. Catholic Conference. 

He said undocumented immigrants 
come to Mass, but are reluctant to involve 
themselves in other parish activities 
‘“‘since they tend not to want to be 
known.” 

As a parish priest, “‘one of the most 
painful things is to go visit a family and 
discover that ‘la migra’ (immigration 
agents) picked them up last night,”’ said 
Father Virgilio Elizondo, pastor of San 
Fernando Cathedral and director of the 
Mexican American Cultural Center in 
San Antonio, Texas. 

He characterized everyday life for il- 
legal aliens as ‘‘painful’’ and 
““precarious.”’ 

On the other hand, the priest said, their 
insecurity gives them a ‘‘profound under- 
standing of what it means to be a pilgrim 
people. They know that God is their 
protection.”’ 

Immigrants’ undocumented status 
makes them society’s targets, said Father 
Elizondo, who noted that even Hispanics 
now make derogatory references to ‘‘wet- 
backs.’’ With unemployment increasing, 
he said, more and more U.S. citizens and 
legal residents of Mexican ancestry have 
begun to blame the Mexican illegal alien 
for their economic woes. 
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Local Hispanics retain native religious customs

ALCALA PARK — Hispanics living in the United 
States often retain religious customs brought from their 
Latin American homelands. 


These practices include posadas, festivities in honor of 


Our ‘Lady of Guadalupe, guinceaneras and rosaries for the 
dead, Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert Chavez said. He was one 
of several leaders who discussed Hispanic religiaus 
customs with Southern Cross. 

Hispanics are constantly thinking about God, said 
Enrique Mendez, director of the diocesan Padre Hidalgo 
Center. 

This is evidenced by commonly used _ Hispanic 
expressions such as buenos dias nos de Dios (may God grant 
us a good day), s¢ Dios quiere (if it.be God’s will) and 
primero Dios (God first), Mendez said. 

Many Hispanic celebrations are small, family affairs 
that ‘‘express a belief in God in a more intimate way,” 
Bishop Chavez explained. 

Popes-have said that such practices are positive and 
worthwhile. The church should ‘‘augment them to make 
them more meaningtul,’’ he said. 

Hispanics should be educated to understand that these 
customs are more than a ritual. ‘‘Sometimes the 
celebration obstructs the theological meaning,’’ he added. 

The Padre Hidalgo Center has studied how local 
Hispanics practice these native customs, the bishop said.

one another. They belong together, they are in 
communion. That is why we can distinguish them, but we 
may never separate them. 

Now, Thomas Aquinas spent all his theological life 
fighting the separation of nature and grace, carth and 
heaven, as well as the overemphasis of either one. 1t was 
very clear for him, — since the same God is, both Creator 
and Savior, — we human beings do not have to be 
schizophrenic. Our one life is not divided into two parts, 
one natural, the other supernatural. We do not become 
Godlike by denying our humanity. After all, it is God’s 
world; he created it to begin with. We do not become holy 
in spite of our earthly careers and vocations, but in and 
through them. 

Since God the savior is also God the creator, human 
beings who tend to the world are tending to God's 
business. Therefore, they are also tending to their own 
holiness and eternal salvation, even in this world. 

Hence, it is in — not in spite of — one’s earthly 
vocation and career in this world, that one does God's

Practices such as devotion to the Our Lady of 
Guadalupe have evangelical significance that bring 
Hispanics closer to the church, Mendez said. 

Bishop Chavez described the religious significance of 
quinceafieras, celebrations of a girl’s 15th birthday. ‘This 
tradition originated with the Indians in Latin America 
and was later observed by Catholic families. 

It celebrates the importance of womanhood, denoting a 
girl’s opening to a new vision of life and.becoming more 
intelligent and mature. Friends join in the festivities “‘to 
help reinforce this vision of life that God has given to us,”’ 
he said. 

Simular rituals are common with other faiths, such as 
Judaism, he said. 

“‘All. societies have a means to introduce youth to a 
more mature life.’’ In the United States, ninth grade and 
high school graduations serve: such a purpose, Bishop 
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Chavez said. 

Mendez noted that Hispanic women are generally 
more active than men in church activities. 

In this country men often “‘live to work,’’ which leaves 
them little time for church functions. In Latin America 
work demands and ‘‘machismo’’ are reasons why men 
there devote few hours to church life, he added... 

Many Hispanics often let traditional religious practices 
fall by the wayside after living in this country for a time, 
Mendez said. 

For example, Christmas celebrations in Latin America 
focus on the manger. The Epiphany, Jan. 6, is a big feast 
day, he said. 

Hispanics who live here, however, often abandon this 
celebration. In place of a manger, they substitute Santa 
Claus and focus their celebration around a Christmas tree 
on Christmas day, he said. 

This may cause them to lose sight of what Christmas 
celebrates — the birth of Christ, he added. 
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New NCCJ head sees challenges facing religions 


Don McEvoy recalls friendship with Martin Luther King Jr. and looks to the future struggle for human rights

—“SAN DIEGO — Maintaining a religious identity 
within a pluralistic society will be an upcoming challenge 
for America’s diverse religious communities, according to 
Don McEvoy, newly appointed director of the San Dicgo 
Region of the National Conference of Christians and Jews 
(NCCJ). 

This challenge is exemplified by moral dilemmas — 
such as sex education in public schools, euthanasia and 
“biomedical ethics — that religions have different opinions 
on, said McEvoy. 

“Most of the serious conflicts of sociclty today aren’[ 
judgements of right or wrong, but conflicting value 
systems that have deep meaning to people,” he 
“explained. 

According to McEvoy, the question religious leaders 
will be asking themselves is: Does living together in a 
democracy mean having to compromise one’s most 
treasured 1cligious beliefs? 

The NCCJ’s role isn’t to take a position on any of these 
issues, said McEvoy. ‘‘We sce our job as being an honest 
broker who brings different points of view into dialogue, 
with the belief that conflicts can be solved.’ 

The NCCJ originated in the 1920s. One of its first 
goals was to bring Catholics and Jews into the 
mainstream of American society, said McEvoy. Itis nota 
religious organization, but a 
religiously motivated people.” 

Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, chancellor of the San Diego 
diocese, serves as a national trustee to the NCCJ, said 
McEvoy. 
© McEvoy, a Protestant, served for three years as the 
NCC] vice president tor regional affairs in New York 
before moving to San Diego this month. He has been with 
the NCCJ since 1960. 

Southern Cross readers may recognize McEvoy’s byline, 
as his syndicated column, “Keeping the Dream Alive,” 
formerly appeared in this newspaper. 

A’ graduate of Garrett Theological Seminary, 
Evanston, Hl., McEvoy’s association with NCCJ has 
fostered his own commitment to— social Justice and 
religious freedom. 

Through his work, McEvoy met and became close 
friends with Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. “1 count that 
relationship as one of the great privileges and blessings of 
my life,” he said. ‘‘If a person of that caliber comes along 
only once in a century, then humanity is blessed.” 

McEvoy was named regional director of the NCCJ in 
Atlanta in 1961. His first Sunday there, he attended 
services at Ebenezer Baptist Church where Martin senior 
and junior were co-pastors. 

Alter the service, McEvoy introduced himself to King 
and the relationship grew over the years. **We lived on 
opposite sides of town because it was segregated by law,’ 
said McEvoy. **We visited back and forth and had dinner 
around cach other’s table.”’ 

_ McEvoy was coordinator of a city celebration honoring 
King after he received the 1964 Nobel Peace Prize. “We

thought there would be 75 or 100 of us meeting in a 
church basement for a poduck dinner,’’ McEvoy said. 

‘The group sold out Adanta’s biggest ballroom, and the 
dinner was attended by 1,700 blacks and whites. He said 
King nearly decided to cancel his appearance because he 
was afraid of losing credibility among the ‘*common 
people.’ 

He was persuaded to attend, but only alter Mckvoy 
arranged to take him back into the kitchen to shake hands 
with all of the kitchen help. ‘*Vhat summed up the man 
... .-He had no great ego need.”

King’s four children were close friends of McEvoy’s 
three children. 

During an interview with the Southern Cross Jan. 15 — 
Martin Luther King’s birthday — McEvoy retreated a 
snapshot from his desk of two girls playing. ‘The photo of 
Yolanda King and Melanie McEvoy was taken by Don 
while babysitting for Martin and Coretta. ‘They were in 
Sweden accepting the 1964 Nobel Peace Prize. 

One day while ‘‘Martin was off leading the 
movement,’ the McEvoys and three of King’s children 
decided to take advantage of a new desegregation law that 
allowed blacks and whites to swim together in public 
pools. “‘We were the only ones in this Olympic-sized 
pool,’’ McEvoy recalled. 

Afterward, while dressing his son Kevin and Martin 
UI, the King child told McEvoy, ‘‘I wish you were my 
father.’’ He asked Martin why, and he replied, ‘* Because 
my father never takes me swimming in the middle of the 
day.” 

Asked how King had made an impact on his lite, 
McEvoy responded: ‘‘I think I learned from him — and 
the experience of living in the South — Just how naive 
many of my attitudes and commitments (toward social 
Justice) were.”’ 

“‘T often disagreed with him in terms of strategies, and 
he was always right,’” said McEvoy. ‘‘My emphasis was 
on timing.’ He believed that wherever there was an 
experience of injustice, that was the right moment.”’

-Nuncio helps ease 
tensions in Nicaragua 
MARYKNOLL, N.Y. — Church- 


state tensions in Nicaragua have lessened 
since the arrival of the new papal nuncio, 
who is pushing dialogue with the 
government, said a veteran Maryknoll lay 
missioner. The nuncio, Archbishop Paolo 
Giglio, appears to be leading the 
Nicaraguan church in a less polemical 
approach to dealing with the Sandinista- 
led administration, said Patricia Hynds, 
who has worked in the Central American 
country for six years. ‘The Vatican is 

“reading the signs of the times better than 
Washington,’’ she said. A former 
resident of the Los Angeles community of 
Reseda and a mother of grown children, 
Hynds entered the lay missioner program 
after the death of her husband. 


Ethiopians still face 
famine, says Brother 

NEW YORK — Christian Brother 
Gregory Flynn, an American who heads 
the welfare and development department 
of the Ethiopian Catholic Church, said in 
a New York interview Jan. 15 that 
although the famine in Ethiopia has been 
greatly alleviated, some 2 million people 
remain in danger of starvation. ‘‘The 
emphasis now is not on starvation, and 
this creates difficulties,’’ he said. ‘‘ There 
is still need for food for 2 million people, 
and it’s going to be more difficult to get 
that today than it was two years ago to get 
food for 10 million,’’ he said. *‘What 
news there is gives the encouraging 
impression the situation has been solved, 
so food is no longer needéd. That is not 
true.’ Brother Flynn, a native of the 
Bronx, taught in Christian Brothers 
schools in Ethiopia from 1969 to 1975, 
and returned in 1981 to do development 
work. 


Religious told not to 
‘play up to Rome’ 
WASHINGTON — The National 
Coalition of American Nuns has told the 
Leadership Conference of Women 
Religious not to ‘“‘play up to Rome’’ and 
to maintain an ‘‘even-handed position”’ 
in dealings with church hierarchy. The 
comments appeared in the coalition’s 
winter newsletter and accused the

have called AIDS ‘‘a major threat to 
public health’? and have asked for a 
‘“‘united effort’? by community leaders to 
combat the disease. In the message, they 
also criticized the promotion of condoms 
in the anti-AIDS campaign and urged 
Irish to avoid sex outside marriage.

AIDS — acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome —_ has 
nearly reached epidemic proportions in 
Ireland, the committee said in a statement 
issued Jan. 12.

Catholic school becomes 
morgue after crash 


KEARNS, Utah — When two airplanes collided in 
mid-air over Kearns Jan. 15, St. Francis Xavier Catholic 
School was turned into a makeshift command center for 
more than 14. investigative agencies and its garage 
became the central morgue. 

The crash of SkyWest Airlines Flight 834 and a Moony 
single-engine training plane — which left 10 dead and 
aircraft and human debris scattered over a three-square- 
mile area — occurred at 12:55 p.m. when most of the 
school. students had returned to their classrooms after 
lunch. 


The school area itself was littered with plane wreckage 
and body parts. Partial body torsos were wedged against 
one of the school’s doors. 

Teachers at the school said their first concern was for 
their 80 students — all in kindergarten through second 
grade. 


Second-grade teacher Thomas Webb said the children 
were told what had happened immediately and were 
assured they would be well cared for and not left alone. 

““As soon as we realized what had happened we took 
the children out the east door of the cafeteria and into the 
‘parking lot,’’ Webb said.‘‘There was a lot of debris 
yaround on the ground in other areas of the school, on the 
windows, and we wanted to expose the children to as little 
_of that as possible. 


““We decided it would get too cold for the children 
outside, so we took them back into the cafeteria and 
played games and told stories. To my knowledge, none of 
the children saw any of the debris from the accident,’’ he 
said.. 

Webb said that after Salt Lake County sheriff’s 
personnel arrived on the scene the decision was made to 
move the students to the Salt Lake County sheriff’s 
Kearns office, where their parents were instructed to pick 
them up.

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PBS profiles troubled teens

“Generation at Risk’’ tries-to raise 
national consciousness about the 
problems of contemporary adolescents. A 
one-hour PBS documentary airing Jan. 
28 at 8 p.m. on Channel 15, the program 
is a sequel to ‘“The Chemical People,’’ a 
PBS special on teen alcohol and drug 
abuse that caught national attention three 
years ago. Introducing the sequel, as she 
did its predecessor, is Nancy Reagan. 

What distinguishes this program from 
others on various forms of teen self- 
destruction is its emphasis on helping 
youths help themselves with examples 


‘from around the country. Oklahoma 


‘City’s House of Life uses group 
counseling and hard work to rescue kids 
from addiction. A Texas community has 
set up a Teen Court where adolescent 
offenders are tried and sentenced by 
peers. 

The statistics — such as the 5,000 teens 
who succeeded in committing suicide of 
the half million who tried last year — are 
depressing. Denver high schools are 


‘ trying to avert such tragedies through a 


peer counseling program where seniors 
learn to talk to students about -their 
problems. Although not qualified 
professionals, these senior peers are 
“‘qualified friends’? and their effort 
““saves lives,’’ according to Gary 
Borgeson, who runs the program. 
‘Admittedly the examples shown are all 
positive and upbeat. The justification for 
this is that ‘‘Generation at Risk’’ has set

on to show adults, especially parents, that 
they can make a difference, and indeed 
have a vital role to play in helping 
troubled youths in this country. 

The program emphasizes repeatedly 


that lack of self-esteem and a sense of 


helplessness characterizes teens with 
problems. What they need, it suggests, is 
for parents, teachers and other adults to 


start paying them some attention — in 
positive rather than negative ways. 

It is a terrible thing for a father to 
learn, as happens in this program, that his 
runaway daughter never knew that he 
loved her. All she could remember was his 
constant criticism of whatever she did. 

One may be critical of this 
documentary for oversimplifying the 
social conditions that most cause juvenile 
delinquency and criminal behavior. But it 
does offer one simple truth which makes 
the entire effort worthwhile — adults bear 
a responsibility for what happens to their 
youngsters and those in the 
community. 

At the conclusion of the program, Mrs. 
Reagan asks viewers to become involved 
in local community programs helping 
troubled, teens. It obviously is not that 
simple, but it is a first step. 

Immediately following ‘‘Generation al 
Risk,’’ PBS offers another noteworthy 
program.

Priest sees progress between 
Catholics, mainline Christians

LA CROSSE, Wis. — Catholic 
ecumenism has made the most progress 
with ‘‘the family of Catholic churches’’ 
and the least with Pentecostal churches, 
said Father John Hotchkin, executive 
director of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops’ Committee for 
Ecumenical and Interreligious Affairs. 

In a telephone interview with the 
Times Review, newspaper of the Diocese 
of La Crosse, Father Hotchkin discussed 
the status of ecumenism in conjunction 
with the Annual Week of Prayer for 
Christian Unity, Jan. 18-25. 

Significant advances have been made 
between the Catholic Church and other 
mainline Christian churches in social 
cooperation, he said, adding that the 
positive response to the U.S. bishops’ 
pastoral letters on war and peace and on 
the economy has been ‘‘gratifying.”’ 

The Catholic Church has most 
advanced ecumenical relations with ‘“‘the 


family of Catholic churches,’’ especially 
the Anglican Communion, he said. 
Internationally, dialogue has been 
carried on between the Catholic and 
Anglican churches for more than 20 
years, he said. The results of that dialogue 
have been published and sent to Anglican 


provinces and Catholic bishops’ 
conferences worldwide. 
Father Hotchkin said ecumenical 


dialogue is next most advanced with the 
Lutheran Church, followed by _ the 
Orthodox churches. 

On the international level, he said, 
Lutherans and Catholics have addressed 
the issues of Holy Eucharist and ministry 
of the church, publishing major reports 
on those areas. 

Dialogue with Orthodox churches has 


continued for about two-and-a-half years 


internationally and about 20 years’ in the 
United States. 

Ecumenical progress has been most 
difficult with the Pentecostal churches, he 
said. “‘History has a lot to do with that — 
how the churches are related

Father Hotchkin said the fear of 
compromise some have with regard to 
ecumenism ‘‘is understandable.”’ 
However, unity does not mean ‘“‘seeking 
a lowest common denominator,” he said. 
“Unity means coming closer to Christ. It 
is growing deeper in our faith, not 
thinning it out. The closer we come to the 
Lord, who is Lord of all of us, the closer 
we come to one another,”’ he said. 

The average Catholic can promote 
ecumenism, he said, in ‘‘many, many’’ 
ways. 

‘‘T suppose the main thing that all of us 
can do is try to live the Christian life as 
described by St. Paul,” he said. ‘“To 
rejoice in one another, not be judgmental, 
to seek the good of one another.”’
